early day- was Little Rob. a horse with which he 
won* three races iu one day and five in two days. 

It was while in the oinpb*: of Captain Coitrill 
ilia 1 young Lakeland went t«* California, when* lie 
rode Wildldlc to victory in the four miles of tin* 
Wise Plate for M. A. Lit tell. Tie follow ing spring 
he won at four-mile heats on Foster for Capt. T. G. 
Moor*. This was at tin* old Bay District track at 
Sau Francisco and was for a stake of $20.dOo. After 
hoooining too heavy for Hat races lie continued to 
ride in steeplechases and later settled down as a 
tra liter. 

it was iu tin "seventies" that Lakeland came 
to Brighton Beach aud from that time in* lived at 
Hi traek by the sea. There In* established himself 
ai ; In corner of Coney Island avenue and Ocean 
Parkwav. and bis barn has housed many a champion. 
It was there that he fitted Exile for liis victory in 
tin* Brooklyn Handicap. He had Ogden, tin* sire of 
Si, Martin, that lie subsequently sold to John FI. 
Madden. There In lilted tin* mighty Hamburg for 
his races, when Iln* colt was owned by Marcus 
Dalv. and incidentals Lakeland always said 
lhai Hamburg was the last horse he efer trained. 



Others Ihat In* had where Maximo Goinez. IjnesaL 
the dam of Eleetiomer. aud later Eleetioneer him 
self. Emma < .. the dam of Coinmaudo. one of the 
greatest sires that ever stood iu this country, and 
the horse that had much to do with tin* marvelous 
successes ot tite late James R. Keene on the turf. 
Domino, tin* sire of Commando, was trained by 
Lakeland, and horsemen generally are of the opinion 
that no one but Lakeland would have been able to 
bring Dim to the mist. 

While it is not generally known. Mr. Lakeland 
retained an interest in Commando until the rime of 
Commando's death. He purchased Emma (’, from liis 
brother Alfred for *10.090 after that mare had shown 
a sensational trial. Mr. Keene was desirous of buying 
the mare, but Lakeland would only sell a half in- 
terest. It was not until after the death of Com- 
mando that he sold his share l«> Mr. Keem*. 

While in the employ of Mr. Keene he fitted many 
or tin* turf heroi*s of their time for the races. It 
was Lakeland who prepared Domino for his F'uturity 
vietorv in 1*9-1 ami Ilorupii** for his victory in the 
Rronkivn Handicap two years later. Others of the 
older ones that Lakeland trained were Bab- 



isiek. Tea Tray. Kimball. Tattler. General 
Harm*:. a horse that |H*rforined brilliantly 
at boih two and four-mile heats: Peg Wof 

fiugton. Victory. 'J'yphoon. Dutch Skater, tjuesal. 
Emma (*.. aud coming down to more r«*<*eiit times. 
Electioneer, xviunei of the Futurity, and thdd 'feu. 
Fair Rosamond. Motley. Paul Clifford. Peaceful.

Lakeland for a considerable time operated a public 
training stable, and he was always in great demand, 
his stable being full at all times. In his long years 
of turf usefulness Lakeland enjoyed the respect of 
all who knew him. A man of unswerving integrity, 
to know William Lakeland was to know what was 
l*est in tin* s|M»rt. 

He was in ill health the greater part of last year 
and for two mouths preceding liis death had b«*en 
suffering from a tumor. He is survived by his wife. 
Ella Jenkins: a son. Albert, and two daughters. 

Emma ('.. the wife of Charles \Y. R. Wardeli. and 
Lena. The funeral services were held at liis late 
residence on Xeptum* avenue, near He -an Parkway, 
this evening and the burial will be in the family 
plot at Patterson.

THE W00TT0NS IN AUSTRALIA 



Frank and Stanley Woottou have arrived in Syd 
ney form England, accompanied by another Sydney 
ito. \V. Huxley, who has also done well in that 
country. Almost needles* t<> say. they were inter- 
viewed on arrival of the Moron at Fremantle, and 
Frank Woottou confirmed the announcements ii\ 
English papers to the effect that he had practically 
finished tiding, though lie might siill figure in wel 
ter and weight -tor-age races. However. on hi* re- 
turn to England it would u<d surprise me if he were 
to drop that idea, and straightway entirely go in 
for training. 

I have so often referred to F. W notion's deeds 
that it is unnecessary for me to say more ihstn that 
in eight seasons in England he ita*. inclusive of 
dead-liea t s. ridden 883 winners out of .‘>,194 mounts, 
and was four times lirst and twice second in the 
winning jockeys* list. During the recently-concluded 
season in England he only rode 1*1 winners as against 
D. Maher's 11.7. but his winning percentage was 
2s. 1 7 as against the latter’s 214.93. As there tire 
many inquiries as to Frank Woot ton's age. it may 
la* mentioned that he was 2»» years old last month, 
and commenced riding in South Africa at the age 
of 10. lit* never pule in a race in Australia. 

(Questioned as to his suspensions in England. 
Woottou replied to the effect they were not justi 
tied, being, in some cases, the result of complaints 
by jockeys who were jealous of his success. This 
is quite feasible, too. ns. uo matter what the 
calling, the particularly successful man naturally 
makes enemies, and they would be only tint pleased 
to stop his (progress if pessilde. The two Woottoiis 
are remaining in Australia altout live weeks, but 
Huxley, who wishes to return in time lor the open 
ing of the English racing season, will limit his stay 
t « * three weeks. The latter is lioiieful of doing 
much better than last year, when lie only won 37 
of the 337 races in which he figured, his total, 
therefore, being considerably lower than hi* (*»2 of 
1911. and .71 of 1912. Young Huxley is well-seized 
of tin* iKWtsibilif ics in England, amt therefore does 
not hanker after a permanent return to Australia. 
Huxley, who has concluded his appretit i-esbtp to 
It. Woottou. has an eye on some of those liberal 
retainers which come tin* way of a successful 
jockey in tin* old country. 

Barney Tlioin'*soti. a well known ex-Australian 
bookmaker, also came on the Morca. accompanied 
lit his partner. .1. Marks. In a chat about English 
horses. Mr. Thompson said The Tetrarch was some 
what under a cloud when he left England, and had 
eased iii the Derby betting. Mr. Thompson further 
more stated that the colt named stands fully 17 
hands. Euless Mr. Thompson has been misre»*orjcd. 
The Tetrarch must certainly 1 m* "a luminrr." and 
the woiidet is that particular mention of hi* height 
lias mu Im*c|| math* in English papers. On* thing 
certain Is that if The Tetrarch is a seventeen 
hander. h<* : * almost too big to *ta\.
